‘DEBASED COINAGE IN CHINA. 
a oat’ 
A very. real danger to the commercial 


‘prosperity of China, affecting. both foreign 


and ‘native ‘residents alike, has just been 
brought ‘to the attention of the doyen of the 
Diplomatic Corps at Peking by the Chair- 
man of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce: 
It is with regard to the enormouy expansion 
which “has recently taken place in the coin- 


_| ing of to-cash” pieces, the depreciated value 


of the coins as coins, and the manifold evils 
which are tikely to follow in the wake of a 
depreciated currency. ‘The ‘question. has 
not the vital interest to the yeople of Hong- 
kong that it has to those of Shanghai, ‘but 
granting that the chairman of the northern 
Chamber of Commerce: is. right, and the 
protest ignored, it is’ bound: eventually to 
seriously affect the native population here, 
and through them, the native banks ard 
business establishments. . The matter is 
considered to be of so grave a charac- 
ter that one of our northern contem- 
poraries does not' hesitate to say that 
ifa stop is not put to this increase dn 
the coining of to-cash pieces “it is not 
at all unlikely, that a, rebellion will follow," 
According to the figures published there. has 
been an enormous increase in the number 
of Mints established in the provinces; and a 
‘corresponding increase in the number of 
minting machines at work., The machines 
at the old mints have also beén increased, 
as witness’ these figures—Canton, 50 old 
machines, 30 new-total 80; Hangchow, 16 
old machines, 80 new—total 96; Hunan, 4 
old machines, 36 new—total, 40; Chili, 100 
new machines; and so on, The point is 
this, when all these machines are in full 
working order, and they are expected té 
reach that stage within six months, the Pro- 
vincial’ Mints will be producing 1o-cash 
pieces to the number of 16,413 million per 
annum, or an average of 4o pieces per 


. sfbeapita for a. population of four hundred 
. Br 


millions. Obviously, ina -country. like 
China,sthat is far in, excess of the actual 
tequirements, Of course, there is method 


in the madness nf thata afininte wt 
have sanctioned the establishment of these 


Mints. Taking as a basis the present price 
of copper, say £72 per ton (and. 108,700 
tons would be used every year) the profits of 
the Mints amount to some ‘35. Or yo: per 
cent, Of that, one-third is retained by ‘the 
Provincial Mint authorities and two-thirds 
go into the pockets of the Viceroys. So 
that the greater the number of coins minted 
the greater the profits for the Viceroys, 
Two dangers are pointed out by: the Chair 
man of the Shanghai Chamber of Com- 
merce—first that “ owing to the large profit 
in the ptoduction thereof “to all concernéd, 
larger quantities will in course of time be 
turned out than required.’ Should this 
occur the new coins would inevitably go to 
a heavy discount, causing the manifald 
evils attendant on,a depreciated ‘currency, 
and most serious disturbance to all trade, 
internal and external.” And, second, that 
“the temptation would crop up to lower the 
standard of the coin in ‘order to keep up a 
high level of profit in the production there- 
of, should its circulating value decline.” 
Moreover, it is pointed out that the Chinese 
authorities are evading. obligations which 
China entered into with the Foreign Powers,' 
when she agreed to establish a uniform 
national coinage. The 10-cash pieces as they 
stand are rated at something like 100 per 
cent, above their. intrinsic value; if 
they start on the downward course of 
depreciation it is only reasonableto ex- 
pect, as the chairman of the Shanghai 
Chamber points out, that in the end ‘their 
purchasing power will. be reduced so per 
‘cent. It is therefore absolutely necessary 
that the supply should be regulated accord- 
ing.to the demand, and the coins should be 
maintained at their full and proper standard. 
The claim of the Shanghai Chamber of 
Commerce is an eminently, reasonable and 
business-like one. It is the voice of com: 
merciat integrity protesting against vice-regal 
greed and peculation. If there is a way to 
gtind a penny out of the pockets of the poor 
Chinese, depend upon it the authorities’ will 
discover it; and no doubt this plan of issuing 
a debased coin appealed strongly. to. the 
Chinese official mind. . The protest, then, of 
the “foreign community: will have to be 
stiongly pushed at headquarters. if it Js to 
succeed.
